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| have reviewed the Department of Labor and Industry Apprenticeship Ceuegjlilation amending the
Public Participation Guidelines. In my view, as counsel to the Departmenborf &ad Industry, the
Department may promulgate these regulations pursuant to its authority to gmtemelgulations under 840.1-
6 of the Code of Virginia. The regulations do not appear to conflict with the Constitutios Ohited States
or the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Virginia, nor do they appear to conflict witle@enal or state
law currently in effect. In addition, these regulatory changes amagbfrom the requirements of Virginia’s
Administrative Process Act (APA), Code of Virginia §2.2-4006 A.4.a because thiat@guthange is
necessary to conform to changes in Virginia statutory law where no agsapstion is involved.
